The Tetragrammaton le eatled the Ineffable and Wiprononnecable Name beeause it was 
forbidden to the Jews to pronounce it When Moses returned from his first visit to Pharaoh 
and complained to the Lord that the enty result of tis mission had been to incense the Egyptine 
King to exaction of greater burdens from the opprest Isractites, God encouraged Moses by the 
prowisa of great wonders which be would perform in behalf of bis people, and confirmed the 
promis b — fo him that sublime Name by whieh he mae nat hitherto been known: 
“And God spake unto Moses and said unto him, To om the Lord, and 1 appeared unto Abraham 
amd unte lane and unte Jace by the name of Ged Almighty, but hy my Name JETLOVANL was 
1 net knaun unto them“. (Exodus 6 22-1). 

The ineffable Name in Hebrew is composed of four enracters or letters g and Is 
derived from the substantive verb Sc. haxah. “to he", and combining, ns it does in its 
formation, the past, the present aml the future signifieations ef the verb, it designates Ged in 
In immutable and eternal existence. ‘The letter * in the begining Is characteristic of the future, 
the “= iu the middie, of the participle or present time, and the 8 at the end, of the past. 
This ont of S55 we get 39S. “he was’, 4 “he is’, en “he will be". Other names of 
Cm detine Hix power, wistem, goodness and other attributes, but this alene defines the essential 
umture oof Tihs „terunf ext ee, withont begiining and withont end. Aceerding to Mennaxeh 
Ben lerne these four letters may be xe arriniged by permutations fe form twelve words, 
every one oof whieh ison medifivathion of the verb “to he’) amd hence ft bs entled the Name of Hts 
sthstiner or exintence, Th con be exprest in 72 permutations i 

This word wax used to convey to the mind seme idea of that Gram! Being who is the sole 
author of our existence, and to carry along with it the most solemn veneration for Mis Snered 
Name and Word, us well as the most clear and perfect elucidation of IIls power and attributes 
that the human mind is capable of receiving, the most exsential of which ar that the Name or 
Word ix expressive of SEILLF-EXISTENCE and ETERNITY: and secondly, that it is applicable 
only to that Great Reling who WAS and IS and WILL BB, 

Une of the reasons why It was forbidden to the Jews to pronownce this name was that 
in its oricinal meaning it was conferred open ne other Ueing, and was therefor tow sacred to 
be spoken. In Lev. 24:16 “he who binsfemeth the Name of Jchornh shall be put to deth“. 
The word meaning Wasfeme may alee be transtatel!l “to pronounce dixtinetiy, te eal) by name“: 
so this passage could be read “Wheasever shall pronounce the Name of Jehovah shall suffer 
death“. In Exodus 3, when Moses anke God tte Name, He replies “Io am that I aw”, “and he 
adds “this is my name forever’. The word menning forever“, by the change of one letter 
would menn “to be coheenled", se it would read this is my name to be eoneented”, ol 


The Jews believed that this holy name. which they held in ligheat veneration was possest 
‘of unbounded powers. lle who pronounces it shakes heaven and earth, and inspires even the 

very angels with astonishment and terror. There is a soverign authority In this name, it governs 
the world by It power. It is entled the Shet-ham phorash, beenuse It alone. of all divine names, 
- distinetiy explains or declares what is the true essence of the Delty, Among the Essenca this 
sacred nume which was never uttered alow! was one of the mysteries of their initintion, which 
the candidates were bound by a solemn oath never to divulge. The Habbins assert that it was 

engraved on the Ned ef Moses that enabled him to perform all his miracle. Indeed, the Talmud 
—— is was by the utterance of thix awful name, and not by a club that Moses slew the 

ans. 

The breast plate worn by the High Priest of the Children of lernel is a symbol of the 
Tetragrammaton, in that Its twelve stones, altho referring to the twelve tribes of the Children 
of Israel, has n still higher and more significant meaning, It refers to the twelve fases of the 
sacretl word, the twelve words which may be composed of the four letters, all being different 
expressions of the ver “to be", and ar used by the Creativ Voice as the “seven breths and 
five winds’, ‘This breastphite, never, was net eriging) with the Jews, ‘The ldea was derived 
from the Egyptions. Diodorus Sieulus says that the ehlef judge bore about bia neck u chain 
of gold from which hung un image of precious stones, which was called TRI“. 

Whit is this tysterioux Name, this mighty Word, thea whose poteney the Beyptlan, Chaldean 
wd inne initiate, performed thelr wonders? on chapters xv oof the Kyyptlan Funeral 
Ritual, Horus nya: “Ll knew the Spirit of An. The greatly glorious daes not pass over l. 
unless the gods give me the Word". In another hymn the Soul, transformed, exclaims: “Make 
road for me to Rusta. I am the Great One, drest lke the Great One. I have come. Delicious 
to me are the Kings of Osiris, 1 om creating the water thru the power of the Word. Have 1 
not seen the hidden secrets? I have given Truth to the Sun. I am clear. I am adored for 
— — AP In another place in a mummy's roll we read “I am the Great God Spirit, existing 
of myself, the creator of HIS NAME. I know the Name of this Great God that Is there.“ 

he last great Avatur, Jesus, “Cast out Spirits with Tis WoO". (Matt. 18:16 Peter 
performed miracles, (Acts 4:7). This name ix not the name of the Christos, unt the Name 
which was in the possession of the Initiate Jesus. Jesus frequently tells us that he does lle 
works in His Father's Name, not his own, 

“God geometrizes” said Tato: “The lau of Nature ar the thote of God" sald Ocrsted: 
“Hie Thonghts or tonitable’ sald Hermes, “therefore it is in the perfect harmony anid equilibrium 
of all this that we mist seek the ruth“, And thus proceeding from the indivisible unity he 
found omanating from it two contrary forces, cach acting upon the other and producing equilllrhin, 
wl the three were one, the Pythagerean Eterunl Monad.

These four Uuddhas referrd ta by Blavatsky de not mean four Inearnations of the Buddha, 
but rather four apotheases of « Buddha, Batdha in thix reference menning an Enlightened One, 
a Master, one who has reached Nirvana while still in the flesh, a Logos in each of the four 
“eardinal points, Universal Wisdom, the Hllmitable, the Mystery of all myscries that enfolden 
Jews the Christ. Guatuma the tuen. Zornster the Mage, Lao-tze the Sage, Pythagoras the 
Filosofer, Hermes, All and Every Master, even the Mind of all Master-hood, Poemandres Himself. 

The Simarngdine Tahlet, discoverd on the dead body of terme sayx:—"“Separate the earth 
from the fire, the subtile from the gross, Ascend from carth to heaven, and then descend again 
to enrth, This (hing has more fortitude than fortitude itwelf, because It wilk overcome every 
sublile thing mit penetrate every solid thing. Ry it the world was formed".

The Villar and Cirele (10) which with Pythagoras was the perfect number contained 
in the ‘Vetractyx (10 ats in four rows) became Inter a preeminently fallic number, cspeclally 
among the Jews, with whom it was the male and female Jehovah. In Gen. 4:5 the Locos (Adam) 
separates lime inte fwe halves, male and female, beeeming Jah-Ilovah and Jehovah-Eve. 
(The truce etymology in the Kabbalah of sac ois “IREVE"). 

The ‘Tetyogrmmaton or Tetrnetys signifies a werd of four letters, or literally the namber 
“four; but it has been peeuliariy applied te n symbol of the Pythagoreans whieh fs composed 

of ten dots arranged in triangular form of four rews, ‘The figure was in itself,

a 4% and was undoutediy* learned by Pythagoras during his visit to Babylon.

» oe « . Of the active principle or creator, The two points, of the pagsive principle or matter; 
ihe three, of the world proceeding from their union, and the four, the arts and 
sclenees whieh may be said to complete and perfect the whole. - 

The arrangement of the ten points in a triancular form was called the Tetractys or 
number four, heraus ench of the sides of the triangle consisted of four points, and the whole 
number was made up by odiling the first four numbers: 1-4-2+5-+-4—10, 

Tythageras, having fearned in Egypt the Name ef the teve Ged, mysteriow and ineifable 
Jehovah, amd finding that in the original fencuc it was compose of four letters, translated It 
into his ewn ſangeunge by the word “Tetractys”, and gave the true explanation of It, saylug 
that it property signified! the sxsouree of Nature that perpetually rolls nlong. 

So much did the Disciples of Mythagerux venerate the Tetractys, that It in said that they 
fook their mesxt solemn oaths, expecially that of initiation upen it as follows: “Tl swear it hy 
him who has transmuted Into our Soul the Snered Tetraetys, the Source of all Nature, whose 
Course is Eternal", 

The Word was a password in the Mysterles of Isis and Osiris, and none dared enter the 
Tempe of Serapis who did not benr on his breast or forehead the Name dno or Jo-ha-ho, a name 
almost cyivalent in sound to that of Jehovah, and probably of identleal inypert, and no name 
was uttered in Egypt with more reverence. It was produced by the Egyptinns by adding the 
first four edd numbers and the first four even numbera:-—1+24-547—16: 2+4446-+48—20; 
16-4-20—36. And 36 equals COSMOS. This word war used in their greatest onths “Yea, by 
him who did bestow upon our Soul the Tetractys. ever-flowing Nature, source-poxxcesing roots“. 

What ar these roots, and what is the Tetracrammaten? 

The Source-porsersing Koots ar nao more nor tess than the four Elements of the Universe, 
Fire, Water, Earth and Air: and this is the Sublime FOUR, the Tetractys, the Sacred 
Tetracrammaton, which is ONE with Nature, the exoterice seriex of Hermaphroditic Goda ax 
Osiria-tsis, Jove June. Erahma-Vach. Jah-flovnl, the Heavenly Man, the First-harn from the 
Absolute. the first manfestation of the Absolute in the Region of Conerete thor. 

In short the TETRAGRAMMATON IS the ADSOLUTE.
